Spain at once relinquish its authority 
and government in the island of Cuba 
and withdraw* its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters.

That the 1 resident of the 
United tBates be, and he hereby is di­ 
rected ard empowered to use the entire 
land and naval forces of the United 
States, ard to call into the actual serv­ 
ice of the United States the militia of 
the serverat states, to such extent as 
may be necessary to carry these reso­ 
lutions into effect.

Paris, Der. 6 .—The history of the 
document which will certify the pass­ 
ing of the oldest colonial power in tho 
world and the advent of t he newest was 
epitomised by Judge Day last evening 
in a single sentence: 
“ A peace treaty ran contain anything 
which the victors put into it.” 
The Americans had listened for hours 
with their customary patience to the 
technicalities evoked by the Spaniards 
with their customary shrewdness and 
persistency against every proposal mak­ 
ing for the dismemberment of their em­ 
pire. 
Darkness had come on and the 
liveried attendants, mobilized by the 
French authorities, had placed a tiny 
lamp at the elbow of each commissioner. 
Senator Frye, whose unconcealed con­ 
tempt for diplomatic quibblings excites 
the astonishment of the punctilious Cas­ 
tilians, had stalked home, his patience 
exhausted. 
The burden of the Spanish 
arguments was that matters outside the 
bare cession and evacuation of the con­ 
quered territories, which the Americans 
proposed to cover by treaty, were beyond 
the legitimate aud customary soope of a 
peace treaty. 
Behind this bulwark Senor Montero 
Rios, president of the Spanish commis­ 
sion, fortified himself, bombarding his 
opponents with a supply of arguments 
and precedents which inspired the freely 
expressed admiration of the Americans. 
Finally, Judge Day summarized the 
American position in the foregoing 
memorable utterance. It was given and 
taken in good spirit, and from that mo­ 
ment the proceedings wore entirely 
friendly. 
The session accomplished much. Eight 
open questions were canvassed, seven 
being practically settled without note­ 
worthy friction. 
The commissioners decline to say 
what conclusion was reached, but the 
bargain for a coaling station in the Caro­ 
lines was not cemented and, according 
to present prospects, it is likely to fail. 
The temper of the Americans in this 
m atter is: We made you a good offer 
for an island. You may take or leave it. 
The Spaniards seem disposed to leave 
it. The Americans do not regard it as a 
prizo which they can demand as one of 
the natural fruits of war, while the 
whole policy of the Spaniards is to con­ 
fine the uegot iateons as narrowly as pos­ 
sible to the letter of the protocol signed 
in W ashington and to exclude all ex­ 
traneous matters. The result of this 
policy may be the leaving of many de­ 
tails involved in the change of sover­ 
eignty over tho various possessions to 
settlement by the regular diplomatic 
processes when normal relations between 
the two governments have been re­ 
sumed. 
The Spanish commissioners continue 
fighting with tooth aud nail to procure 
every possible pecuniary and other con­ 
cession. 
The Americans had already 
promised to guarantee the return of 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of the 
Filipinos. 
Yesterday Senor Montero 
Rios propose d that the United States 
should pay the expenses of shipping 
them to Spain, arguing with his cus­ 
tomary ingenuity, that this was the 
duty of the Americans, as a m atter of 
course. 
The Americans thought the re­ 
quest unreasonable and a good deal of 
time was consumed in discussing the 
question. 
Another problem entailing long de­ 
bate was the disposition to be made of 
the Spanish munitions of war in a num ­ 
ber of military posts outside of Manila 
which the Americans have not captured 
The Spanish commissioners contended 
that Spain should be permitted to ship 
such munitions home. 
The Americans 
replied that, as the United States had 
conquered the Philippines these mu 
nitions were spoils of war. 
The Span 
iards finally w aived their quibble. 
They appear resigned to the inevit 
able and now seem to realize that their 
best policy is to save as much from 
the wreck as their keenness in raising 
technicalities can secure for them.

and when over $2 0 ,0 0 0 , 3 lier cent of the 
total gross earnings shall be paid the 
city.
